Three fellowships of $50<) each are 
offered each year by the Department of 
Research of the Women's Educational &

The 
research work is credited toward higher 
degrees at many American colleges.

The meeting of Arts and Commerce 
students in Room 5 of the Arts Build- 
ing yesterday noon was very well at- 
tended and one of the most interesting 
on record. Cecil T. Tcaklc, Vice-Pres- 
ident of the Arts Undcrgrad., presided, 
and introduced ten candidates seeking 
office in Wednesday's elections. It was 
regretted that .1. G. Qitackcnbush, run- 
ning for President of the. Students' 
Council, and "Bones" Little, candidate 
for Vice-President of the Union, were 
unavoidably absent . 

The first speakers were Sydney Mar- 
ris, J. M. Packham and G. B. Puddi- 
combc, the three candidates for the po- 
sition of President of the Union, who 
received a hearty reception, and outlined 
their programmes. They were follow- 
ed by W. B. Brewer and R. W. N r - 
Burroughs, seeking office as Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Union. Bcv. C. Leech, J. 
C. Simpson and K..M. Kent solicited 
the support of the Arts and Commerce 
men. the tliTcc running for Secretary of 
the Union. - The last speakers were C. 
J. Tidmarsh, M.A., and Errol C. 
Amaron, two of the three candidates for 
President of the Students' Council- 

All candidates spoke in a convincing 
manner, and in general stressed the 
points in their respective platforms. Ow- 
ing to the fact that Dean Laing re- 
quested that all lectures cease at 12.40 
p.m., the meeting was quite long enough, 
and finished promptly at one o'clock. It 
is hoped that a record number of Arts 
and Commerce men. will cast their votes 
in to-morrow's elections. 



American young men who look for 
ward to careers as ambassadors, or oth 
cr representatives of their government 
abroad, may now be trained for such a 
career, according to an announcement 
made by New York University. The 
announcement makes public the fact 
that scholarships established there by the 
late Ambassador Frederic Courtland 
Pcuficld arc now operative, and will be 
awarded to candidates whose qualifica- 
tions best indicate a fitness for careers 
in foreign service. 



To-night, at 8.15, in the Union, a 
Smoker will be held witli the main pur- 
pose of introducing the candidates for 
the various student offices. This has 
been the custom for the past few years 
and has been found the best method 
of bringing forward the different men 
to enable them to address the student 
body as a whole. Students will be al- 
lowed to ask the speakers questions re- 
lative to their respective pat forms. 

During the last few days the candi- 
dates have visited the various faculties 
and addressed the classes. Yesterday 
morning the various candidates address- 
ed the students of Commerce and Arts, 
lectures being called off at 12-40 in or- 
der to enable the students to gather to 
hear the speakers. Various placards 
dom the boards of the campus and walls 
of the different buildings. 

The gathering will not, however, con- 
cern itself entirely with the speakers. 
Other matters of importance will be 
discussed, especially the Constitution of 
the Students' Society with reference to 
the Athletic Governing Board. Impor- 
tant matters concerning Thenjrc Night, 
which is not far off will also have its 
share of discussion. 

The Mandolin Club will be on band to 
supply the music throughout the course 
of the evening. 



E. Porscy, Arts '25, speaking on the 
ubject of Immigration, was last night 
awarded the Talbot Papineau Memorial 
Cup presented by Mrs. R- W. Reford, 
for proficiency in impromptu speaking. 
The contest was held in the Union un- 
der the auspices of the Literary and De- 
bating Society, and A. E. Trcmainc, 
Comm. '25, the president, acted as 
chairman . 

A rather peculiar feature of the con- 
test was the fact that the winner's name 
was by error omitted from the list of 
speakers published in yesterday's Daily. 
FoTsey upheld the negative side of the 
resolution : "That Canada should adopt 
a more liberal policy in regard to the 
admission of. and provision for, immi- 
grants." 

In part he said : "Immigration is 
likely, if over-encouraged. In produce a 
ad condition of affairs in Canada. There 
arc many grave disadvantages in allow- 
ing too much free immigration. Dis- 
ase, degeneracy, ignorance, low stand- 
ards of living, arc the necessary out- 
come of such a policy. Thus 1 main- 
tain that, we should solve our present 
hard problems among our own people, 
such as that of infant mortality." 

He also stated that immigration is 
likely to produce trouble. "In the first 
place fanners arc wanted, not artisans. 
The country is at present flooded with 
men of low mentalities, unwilling to go 
on the farms, where they arc more es- 
pecially needed. Our own workmen are 
underworked by men who have 'less right 
to the positions that the foreigner usurps. 
A lower standard of living enables them 
to live more cheaply, anil their ignor- 
ance and low morals have a decidedly 
bad effect upon our own blood. Disease 
in the immigrant is a factor that is one 
of the utmost importance. The infant 
mortality in Canada is a hard problem 
which we have to face at the present mo- 
ment. Why increase this difficulty by 
increasing the number of people who 
arc likely to do more to augment the al- 
ready cxisiting trouble?" 

T- IT. Winslow was the first speaker 
in the competition, lie tried to prove 
that University Co-Education is henefi 
cial to the community. Ile said: 

"My principal point is that the segre- 
gation of men and women, boys and 
girls, is unnatural. A college man re- 
quires the. social side of his life to bo 
emphasized to as groat an extent as his 
intellectual. Economically: he said. 
Universities can be run at a lower ex- 
pense if the same apparatus and the 
same lectures arc employed for men and 
women . 

J. Chamcss of Law '24. spoke for the 
affirmative of "Resolved that required 
tlendancc at lectures is in the best in- 
terests of the student." He stated 
that in the Faculty of Science laboratory 
work made a strict compulsory attend-

THE INDIVIDUAL AT COLLEGE 

It cannot be the aim of any university to graduate men who 
arc .is homogeneous as the products of the factory. On the con- 
trary, to bring out the qualities which go to make up the individual- 
ity of the student would seem to be a more reasonable and more 
, likely object. 

At college it is that the youth develops into manhood. The 
: influences under which he conies at this stage of his life determine 
.; in very considerable measure what his later life will be. Whether, 
for instance, the boy with some spark of originality in him will, as 
a' man, be of great service to the community as a leader of men, or 
whether he will be simply a mediocrity content to be led by others, 
depends a great deal upon his college life. In short, college may 
eitKcr develop individuality and originality, or it may stifle both 
No college would consciously strive to achieve the latter result. 

: In many universities today, however, there arc influences tend- 
ing to submerge individualism in order to produce a general so- 
called college-spirit. Everything is sacrificed to the preservation of 
i a group feeling. Particularly in the smaller colleges, and in colleges 
in small towns, the day is practically mapped out for the individual, 
" aiid he "follows the crowd" faithfully from morn till night. The 
thing is carried so far in fact that students begin to dress alike. 
"Do what the other fellow does" is a rigidly followed motto. In the 
main, perhaps, this is only a natural result. Men who sec each other 
every day arc bound to take on some common characteristics. But 
when the men in our universities begin to lose their individual iden- 
tity and become merged in the whole as an insignificant unit in the 
undergraduate body — which thinks, speaks and acts as a bod}- — 
then the universities arc not serving 911c of their main purposes. 
Reasoning power is dwarfed and regard for independent thinking 
minimized: the undergraduate' accepts the prevailing campus no- 
tions, and acquires the prejudices and the ideas of the whole group. 
And these become part of the student for no more logical a reason 
than that they arc the views of the undergraduate body. Individ- 
. ualisrn loses ( itself and originality snuffs itself out only to produce 
pseudo-college spirit — the value of which to the university, students 
do not have the originality to question. 

' Individualism which is so strongly marked as to produce lack 
of interest in campus activities is by no means to be desired; but 
the other extreme where loyalty to campus activities is made all- 
important is even more-pernicious. McGill spirit should present a 
happy medium. ■ 

AN INTELLECTUAL BARTER - 

The university man is thought of as a, man of consideration, as 
pa man devoted to the solution, if possible, of questions of the day 
jjjjjand of the age, as a man to whom frivolity is not unknown, certainly, 
-•'but to whom the more' serious aspects of life present a constant in- 
Iccntivc towards teaming more about their complexities. It would 
• be, then, with considerable surprise that one convinced of the tore 1 
going attributes of the college man would listen to the various 
campus conversations indulged in by the average student of today. 
p;He would bear mention of the latest hockey game, of the date of 
jjjthc next college dance, cif the possibility of passing the "final" with- 
out a supplemental — but of the deeper philosophies, of the burning 
issues of the day he would, very likely, remain in the profoundcsl 
ignorance if he were depending upon a casual visit to the university 
for enlightenment. Opportunity for deliberation' the student has 
in plenty; that it is seized by a comparatively few is a cause for 
regret. It is true, only too true, that the desire for relaxation has 
..Jnduced a tendency to stagnation in the discussions once, associated 
^peculiarly with the undergraduate. Definite ideas, firm beliefs, wide 
'^knowledge do not come from a mere existence at a university. They 
-arc the result of inlcr-changc of opinions, and the growth of the one 
is dependent upon the development of the other. College is an in- 
tellectual barter in which sellers arc as essential as buyers. 

The Principal of McGill last evening, when addressing the aud- 
ience following the speeches of the men competing for the Talbot 
Papincau Memorial Cup, aptly stressed the importance of discussion 
in the student's life when he affirmed that "the college which has 
.given to its graduate the ability to express himself clearly, has per- 
formed a noble function." The speeches of the competitors last 
•evening all went to testify to conversancy with current happenings 
and to' conviction upon the subjects upon which they spoke. Only 
, with such knowledge and such conviction could a man speak with 
decision, as each did last night, upon topics given to him at very- 
short notice. The Impromptu Speaking Contest was more than a 
mere test of oratorical capability; it was a guagc of previous discus- 
sion upon questions of vital import to the student.

CLASS HOCKEY REPORT 



Report of Class and Faculty Hockey 
League Manager to the Hockey Club, 
McGHl University. 

Mr. Pioidcnt and Gentlemen: 

The Class Hockey this year was play- 
ed, as hitherto, with an elimination ser- 
ies in each faculty and u play-off be- 
tween the faculty winners. The result 
of this play-off was to give Science '24 
the championship and the possession of 
the Cappcr-1'ortcr Trophy for the year- 
fn all nineteen team took part in this 
scries, and approximately two hundred 
men turned out for the teams. In Arts, 
there were fhc teams including a team 
made up of men taking graduate work. 
In Commerce, there were three, in Den- 
tistry two, in Science four and in Medi- 
cine six. The faculty of Law was with- 
out representatives both in this scries 
and the All-Star. As winners of the 
series the following men of Science '24 
arc entitled to any insignia it may be- 
hoove the Athletic Association to grant. 
Grade "B" Numerals. 

A. D. McCall, L. McGiUis, L. C. 
Luxton, W. Findlay, A. E. Cave, A. 
L. James, T. D. Pollock, E- II. Van 
Koeghnet, W. R. Kay and R. Bur 
roughs. 

The All-Star Scries was won by the 
team representing Science. There is, on 
account of a most regrettable occur- 
rence, still one game to be played in 
this series, but it cannbt affect the 
Championship. The following faculties 
were represented: Arts, Commerce, 
Science, Medicine, Dentistry and Mac- 
donald. Science successfully defeated 
each of the other teams, thus getting a 
clear hold on the Championship. The 
following men arc entitled to such in- 
signia as the Athletic Association see lit 
to grant : 

T. Morau, Sci. '23; L. C. Luxton, 
Sci. '24: W. Findlay, Sci. '24; R- 
Johnson, Sci. '23; R. McLcod, Sci, '23; 
E. M. Van Kofghnct. Sci. '24; A. 
E. Cave, Sci. '24: L. McGillis, Sci. 
'24; R. Stephens, Sci. '23; L. Crcpeau. 
Sci. '26- 

In all there were 41 games scheduled 
for the two scries. It is sfrongly re- 
commended thai next year the All Star 
Scries be done away with and also the 
elimination, series in the faculties For 
these would be substituted a play-off ser- 
ies in each faculty, but winners to play- 
off with the other faculty winners. Pre- 
suming that there were four teams enter- 
ed in Arts, Science and Commerce, 
which will next year be a four year 
course, six in Medicine and two in Den- 
tistry, as has been usual in the last 
three years, five four team leagues could 
be drawn up, two of the Medical teams 
being leagued with the' two Dent, en- 
tries. In all this would necessitate the 
scheduling of but forty games, faculty 
play-off included, or one less than the 
present session. The advantage of this 
system over the other would lie in the 
fact that weak teams would not be el- 
iminated at the outset and hence have 
no further interest in the scries. As the 
experience of the past has shown it is 
usual that freshman teams arc eliminated 
Aye thus lose a chance of developing 
players who would otherwise, instead of 
playing bu: one game playing three, with 
the possibility of more. As the prim- 
ary object of the league is to develop 
players and as. in the opinion of the 
Manager, this system would, to that end, 
answer much beiier. it is again strongly 
recommended tint the above, system be 
substituted for the present schedules. 

It is further recommended that all 
any time dining the playing session had 
any tint edtiring the playing session had 
positions on any of the three college 
ituiiiels. be definitely barred from play- 
ing class hockey until they rcccivCv writ- 
ten notification thai their service? are 
no longer required on the college 
Squads. This would necessitate a slight 
change in the existing regulations. 

Lastly, it is recommended that all al- 
lotment of practice hours be, in the fu- 
ture, handled by the Department of 
Physical Education. This would save 
.much duplication of work and would 
also. I am stire, prove much more effi- 
cient. This would leave the Manager 
with but two hours a day to look after — 
iront 5.15 until 7.15, when games would 
be played. 

The Manager desires to express his 
heartiest thanks to the Department of 
Physical Education for tl>c co-opera- 
tion they have afforded. He would also 
like to thank Mr. Richard Wilson, of 
Commerce '24, and Mr- Aylmcr MorTis, 
uf Law '25, for the very able and great 
asssistancc given him by them. Fur- 
thermore he desires to show his appre- 
ciation of the hard work and splendid 
service done by Mr. Joseph Frobert, 
the rink attendant, and would highly re- 
commend that anything in the shape of 
a bonus, paid in the past, be given 
ngain this year.- 

For the position of Manager, next 
year, cither Mr. Wilson or Mr. Mor- 
ris arc highly recommended, and would 
be eminently suitable. Whichever it may 
be, I would like to extend to him my 
heartiest wishes for a successful sea- 
son.

Why not 
make the requirements so stringent as 
to eliminate all students and then there 
would be no expense of university 
maintenance? 

Wc do not mean to defend laziness. 
It is a curse of college 'life, but col- 
lege is to help lite prodigal son who 
has wasted his talents. He would waste 
them were he out of school and would 
be stranded without that redeeming in- 
fluence which higher learning offers. 

The professor is impatient with stu- 
dents. He should make the acquaint- 
ance of wayward students who have 
seen the light and reaped the advan- 
tages of learning before it was too 
late. His method would make ditch dig- 
gers of them before they proved that 
they are fitted for better things.

PHARMACISTS 
ADDRESSED 
BY HATCHER 



Very Interesting Talk on 
Ancient Drugs 



PHARMACY DEGREE 



Psychology in Connection 
With Dings Stressed 



Dr. Hatcher of the Chemistry De- 
partment gave an interesting and il- 
luminating talk on "Pharmacy Two 
Thousand Years Ago" before the 
Pharmaceutical Society last night. A 
short business meeting was called af- 
ter the lecture in which the activities 
of the past year were discussed. 

The meeting was called to order by 
the president, D. Jassby, and the min- 
utes of the previous meeting were 
read by Miss Musgrovc. After the 
adoption of the minutes Dr. Hatcher 
was introduced as an "Authority on 
Ancient and Modern Pharmacy." Dr. 
Hatcher disclaimed this distinction, 
saying that he knew a great deal more 
about Ancient than about .Modern 
Pharmacy, and he confined himself 
wholly to a discussion of this science 
practised by the ancients save for a 
few comparisons in our own day. Two 
thousand years ago all that was known 
about chemicals could be contained in 
a small space. What little medicinal 
knowledge available was in the hands 
..of' the Arabians. Although some 
slight knowledge of the science was 
available it was of very little practical 
use and the great majority of their 
cures were performed by magic or as 
students today know it. psychology, 
which is taking an ever increasing!) 
important place in the curriculum of 
medical studies. 

' Dr. Hatcher then took up the heal- 
;jng qualities of various liquids as com- 
pared with ancien! tiuies. Today our 
drug stores arc stocked with extracts 
from every imaginable source, animal, 
vegetable and mineral, as compared 
with this in the time of Caesar Augus- 
tus little was cared for products other 
than animal in medicinal Uses. As an 
example of this, if one had aspirations 
towards popularity in those early days 
it was necessary to cut the fat from 
between a lion's eyes and rub it on 
the body: Upon ' later investigation 
t was found that there was no fat on 
his part of a lion's body so that it 

as impossible to become popular. 

As regards solvents, water, alcohol 
,nd vinegar were in greatest use and 
ven today these are among the chic; 
solvents known to scientists. The 
nagicians, as the doctors of that time, 
did not have drug stores such as ours 
to patronize, for while an efficient 
pharmacy may be run in a very small 
"room, the cures effected by the an- 
cients included everything from an 
elephant's trunk to a Held mouse. 

Dr. Hatcher finished by emphasizing 
the point that formerly, as today, al- 
most unbelievable results were ob- 
tained by the mere exercising of the 
healer's mind. At the close of the 
lecture a vote of thanks was moved 
by the vice-president of the society. 

A short business meeting was then 
called, during which a financial report 
for the past year, showing the stand- 
ing of the society at the present time, 
was given. 

N. Fish, the founder of the society, 
was then called upon for a few words 
concerning the degree of Bachelor of 
Pharmacy. The society was started 
with this degree as its objective, and 
the end for which the members have 
hoped and worked is now in sight. 
The Board of Governors is consider- 
ing this degree and some definite 
statement is expected in a short time. 
The Board is discussing a curriculum 
for the course which will be three 
years. It will also be of interest to 
many graduates who have their di- 
plomas that they may take one year 
post-graduate work and obtain their 
degree. 

Mr. H. Ncamtin, who was a mem- 
ber of last year's graduating class, 
then addressed the meeting on the 
doings of pharmacists of the past and 
present and of the interest with which 
the present students arc regarded by 
the graduates of that department. Mr. 
Ncamtin slated that students of the 
Debarment of Pharmacy had no need 
to be ashamed of their profession, 
that students of that science had made 
some of the most important discov- 
eries in the field of science and that 
pharmacists of today were doing their 
bit in contributing to the general fund 
of knowledge. He also said that any- 
thing done by the graduates reflected 
on the present s-tudcuts as well as on 
themselves. After a few moments' 
discussion the meeting was brought to 
a close.

Macdonald Soon to Honour 
Heroes

A further recognition in honour of 
>c students and graduates of M'ac- 
lonald College engaged in active ser- 
ice during the late war is under way 
nd it is now aimed lo erect a mentor- 
al at Sic. Anne's before long. A 
•omniittce has been formed lo raise 
; necessary funds. It consists of 
C. Raymond (Agriculture), chair- 
•an; J. E. McOuat (Teachers), Miss 
. Babb (Science), and Miss M. Price 
representing the Macdonald High 
School. 

Sonic recognition has already been 
paid lo the graduates and undergrad- 
uates in the School of Agriculture by 
the establishment of a memorial schol- 
arship by the Agricultural Alumni As- 
sociation amounting to approximately 
$200 per year; the erection of a bronze 
tablet to the graduates. This was 
also done by the Agricultural Alumni 
Association, and is placed on one of 
the pillars of the main corridors lead- 
ing into the library. 

It has been felt for some time, how- 
ever, that some memorial should be 
erected by the college that will, in 
a tangible way, keep before us at pres- 
ent and pass on to future generations 
the names of ail those connected with 
Macdonald College who laid down 
their lives in the great cause. 

The college has appointed a com- 
mittee consisting of representatives 
from the three schools and the High 
School to take the necessary steps to- 
wards providing a worthy tribute. 
Naturally the nature of this tribute 
will have to be determined by the 
amount that the committee receives 
in response lo its appeal. There is 
at present a nucleus of $200 which has 
been given by the Agricultural Alum- 
ni Association. This amount can be 
increased ten times over if the hun- 
dreds of students who have gone 
through Macdonald will but give a 
small contribution each. 

The committee feel that the me- 
morial will be a truer recognition of 
our appreciation if there is a large 
number of contributors rather than 
relatively large amounts from a few 
people. 

The total enlistment for the college 
was 303, of which 35 were members 
of the staff, 184 were students or 
graduates in the School of Agricul- 
ture, IS were from the School for 
Teachers, 11 from the School of 
Household Science, and 32 from the 
High School.

The soloists, who arc both well 
known in Montreal, are Miss 1'" ranees 
James, soprano, and Miss Mary Izard, 
violinist. 

The programme given above in- 
cludes part-songs of a varied charac- 
ter, mostly by English composers. 
I'lic recent visit of Sir Henry Ncw- 
oolt will add interest lo the inclusion 
jf his famous "Drake's Drum" iu the 
programme, and the fact that the mus- 
ical setting is by Coleridge Taylor, 
who is perhaps best known for his 
song cycle "Hiawatha", will dispose 
those few who have not already made 
the acquaintance of this song to give 
it a favourable reception. 

Edward German, whose setting to 
Kipling's "Rolling Down to Rio" finds 
a place on the programme, was hail- 
ed in London on the production of his 
comic opera "The Princess of Ken- 
sington ", as the man on whom the 
musical mantle, which Sir Arthur Sul- 
livan had discarded, had fallen. His 
music has always breathed the spirit 
of Old England and "Rolling Down 
to Rio" is no exception. The poem 
itself is one of those which plentifully 
besprinkles Kipling's prose works, and 
■i to be found in that inimitable col- 
lection of talcs for children, "The Just 
So Stories". 

Cesar Cui, one oi the few foreign 
composers to be represented on the 
programme, had the distinction, pecul- 
iar among well known composers, of 
icing also a military engineer oi Eu- 
ropean reputation, and a recognized 
authority on fortifications. His com- 
positions include half-a-dozen operas, 
of which "The Saracen" is best 
known, and also many songs. Cui's 
importance in musical history is due 
to the fact that he first awakened for- 
eign interest iu the new Russian 
School. 

Modern composers arc generally re- 
garded by those whose interest in 
music is not based on profound ex- 
perience as obscure and difficult to 
understand. Their attitude is perhaps 
traceable to the growing gulf between 
the educated composer and the unedu- 
cated public; for it is a fact, notwith- 
standing arguments recently urged 
with more zeal than discretion by cer- 
tain University debaters, that far more 
effort is required nowadays to pro- 
duce a really great composer than was 
necessary in the days lamented by the 
classicists. 

The trio of younger composers rep- 
resented in this programme: H. Bal- 
four Gardiner, Julius Harrison, and 
Cyril Jenkins, may however be heard 
with no misgiving on the part of the 
modern dilettante, for the songs can 
be truly said to be music which will 
appeal to the erudite and musically in- 
clined alike. 

This is the third formal concert of 
the Glee Club and those who have 
heard the previous efforts will notice 
a very great improvement in the en- 
semble. In common with other nialc- 
voicc choirs the Glee Club has had 
some difficulty in finding tenors of the 
right quality of tone, but it will be 
seen that success has now been at- 
tained. 

The progress made by the, club since 
its reorganization has been remark- 
able and it is not too much to say 
that with a continuance of the wise di- 
rection that it has hitherto enjoyed, 
coupled with the admirable spirit of 
co-operation evinced by its members, 
the McGill University Glee. Club will 
not be long before it will be heard 
further afield.

F. R. Wilkes, of Law '23. attcmptod 

ii show that Freshmen should be de- 
li .rrcd from Intercollegiate Senior Fool- 
lull- "Freshmen tend to become bom- 
bistic and their heads turn, under the 
iifhicncc of the strenuous spnrt. It is 
physically detrimental io undeveloped 
manhood, and tends to exclude possible 
players later, after they have obtained 
t ic rights of priority.' 

J . Seuccal, of Law '23, in depending 
tie idea of Compulsory Education for 
t ie Province, slated that the present sys- 
tem is deficient, that to appreciate ques- 
tions of national importance people 
should be better educated, and final!) 
that compulsory education must be gra- 
lihous. 

W. L. Munn, of Comm. '24, said 
that Quebec's system of education is 
Lrgely in the control of Roman Catho- 
lics, and therefore to enforce Compul- 
sory Education would be to raise a dif- 
ficult and dangerous racial and religious 
question. 

Jos. Goldsmith, of Comm. '23 dealt 
with free trade from the protectionist's 
standpoint- He said that raw materials 
should be worked here. Forest products 
should not \k exported: if they arc there 
will be no encouragement for future im 
migration. 

G. X. Penrose, of Arts '25 objected 
to "P. T-" being compulsory, because 
considcraton is not taken of the fact 
that men indulge in oilier athletic activi- 
ties apart from the University. Ik- 
held that P. T. was a drudgery, and is 
physcholigically obcctionable. 

B. Cohen, of Arts '24, held that tarin' 
should be free, since the West would 
benefit dicrcby since fruit wo'uld be 
cheaper, and cotton would be obtained 
a a more advantageous price for mi 
manufacturers. Canada is the benefiter. 

Bert Wells, Arts '23, said the French 
situation should be considered from the 
standpoint of France. "Germany has 
treated the Peace Treaty as a scrap of 
paper, and has shown no great desire to 
pay her debts." France should ireat 
Germany as Germany treated her." 

R. K. Jones. Arts '23, claimed that 
P. T. is advantageous to the Student, 
and should therefore he compulsory. "A 
strong mind in a strong body" is neces- 
sary for the production of great men. 
and a great nation- 

W. Brewer, Comm. '23. maintained 
that attendance at lectures should be 
voluntary, as college men should be 
t'eated as such. 

S. Freeman. Arts '23, said that the 
vast size of Canada demanded immigra- 
tion. Great Britain over populated, and 
National Railways require more money 
from use. 

After a few words from Sir Arthur
